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approves PRD zoning 


The Wilmington Planning Board has 
prepared a new article for the town 
meeting. for Article 39, Planned 
Residential Development Districts, 
and Chairman Lou Maglio told a 
public hearing Tuesday night, that the 
Planning Board at least in part ap- 
proves of the concept which had been 
presented 

The presentation of the article was 
by Paul Butt of Kilmarneck Street. 
He has an option on 21 5 acres of land 
portherly of Route 62 and westerly of 
Roate $3. In that land he wants a new 
zone. Planned Residential Develop- 
ment. to construct condiminiums, 
each worth about $45,000. Butt was 
represented by Jack Walkie, Esq. of 
the firm of Choate. Hall and Stuart of 
Baston 

Mr. Butt opened the discussion 
before a room filled with about 80 per- 
sons. and discussed the advantages as 
be saw them of Planned Residential 
Development He was speaking to 
People who were skeptical of the 
arguments. Butt said the town would 
have 4 better return from the con- 
diminium type development he 
proposed. The people did not 
necessarily agree. 

The discussion was carried forward 
Jack Walkie. an attorney from Dux- 
bury 

Walkie told the meeting that he was 
on the Finance Committee in Duxbury 
when this type of development was 
first proposed in his town. He 
W.tie, was aot impressed, and 
basically felt he should vote against 
PRD, bat when he had investigated he 
changed his mind. It is a type of zon- 
ing which has been accepted in 
several towns, he told the meeting, 
among them Dover. Topsfield and 
Wellesiev 

Walkie discussed the lot of land, 
which is proposed in Article 40. 
relative to finances of the town, in

what he called “‘an alternative to nor- 
mal zoning. 

On that lot of land one could get, he 
said, perhaps 20 houses, each paying 
about $3,000 a year in taxes. That 
meant $60,000 a year to the town 
There would be three bedroom 
houses, with probably two children at 
least, on an average in those houses. 
Those children would cost $1200 or 
$1300 apiece for schooling, which 
wouldn't leave much for the town. 

On that same lot of land, Walkie 
said, one could build 70 units of con- 
diminium housing, one or two 
bedrooms. They would be paying 
$2000 apiece in taxes, or $140 to $150 
thousand a year, and there would be 
many less children for the town to 
educate. The condiminiums-would 
also cost the town less because those 
places take care of their own rubbish 
collection and snow plowing. The net 
result is a considerable savings to the 
town. 

{The proposal that was being 
presented, Walkie said, was that of 
1972 in Wilmington, which the Plan- 
ning Board had presented and which 
the town had defeated. 

Walkie was answered at first by Joe 
Hanrahan, one of the abuttors to the 
land proposed. Mr. Hanrahan thought 


the town would be done a better ser: 
vice if “this law was really thought 
out by the Planning Board. 

Hanrahan was followed by Mr 
Quinno of West Street, whe spoke of 
the shortage of homes suitable for 
young people. He hai two sons who 
have to live elsewhere, he said. Quin- 
no thought the development should be 
geared toward the young people. 

Lou Maglio then spoke up. Mr 
Maglio is the chairman of the Plan- 
ning Board 

‘I think the concept is a good one, 
Maglio said. “I do not think the tim:

Board supports.this article, but there 
are concepts like this which are not 
bad. 

The article to be argued in the town 
meeting will differ considerably from 
that printed in the warrant. There 
have been many changes in the past 
few months of study by the Planning 
Board consultant, and an assistant to 
Mr. Walkie. 

Maglio assured the meeting that the 
changes, to which both sides seem to 
have agreed, had been shown to the 
Moderator. John Callan, and that he 
was willing to accept the changes in 
the town meeting 


Fincom vote on 
Town Meeting articles 


The Wilmington Finance Com 
mittee has totally or partially ap- 
proved of 15 of the articles in the 
Warrant for the town meeting, and has 
disapproved of nine 

Two articles are divided up into 
segments for approval Articles 5 and 
6, budget and equipment, and hence do 
not fit into either of the classifications 
mentioned in the first paragraph 
Two other articles, 39 and 40, having 
to do with Planned Residential 
Development, have no recommenda: 
tion. The Finance Committee 
recommendation will be to follow the 
action of the Planning Board, on those 
two articles 

Specifically disapproved are Article 
8 (Veteran's Clubhouse); 17 (Com 
munity Schools), 19 (Land taking 
Federal and Woburn Streets); 22 
(Purchase of Garden of Eden); 23 
(Transfer Salem Street land) ; 25 (new 
sign bylaw changes); 33 (sale of land 
to John Melvin): 35 (amend price of 
land previously sold); and 36 (change 
of zoning on Concord Street to 
Neighborhood Business District) 

The Fincom approved Article 31 
sale of land to Angelo and Thelma 
Grassia. off Chestnut Street, but only 
with a 26 foot right-of-way

Reading located a well in that area 
and now, under state regulations. 
{#30 tahe the Jand around the wall to 
protect il. The Sciagappas own much 
of that surrounding land, some in 
Wilmington, some in Andover. The 
Town of Wilmington also owns some 
of the land in the area 

The Town of North Reading made a 
very low offer for the land to be taken 
from the Sciarappas. Faced with the 
prospects of a long court battle to 
raise that award, the Sciarappas 
chose instead to sell the gravel from 
the land before it is transferred to the 
Town of North Reading. That town 
would rather see the Sciarappas pur- 
sue their money in a gravel pit than in 
a suit against North Reading 

The gravel is to be removed by John 
E. (Eddie) Deloury, an Andover con 
tractor originally from Wilmington 
Deloury made the presentation of the 
grayel permit applications before the 
boards of selectmen 

The proposed gravel pit met with 
opposition from several families 
most of whom live in the Fosters Pond 
section of Andover. The area to be 
worked lies at least 1500 feet from the 
nearest home. 

The gravel will be brought out 
through the Sciarappa Farm to An 
dover Street in North Wilmington 
Attempts to secure an access to Route 
125 have not yet been successful. 

The gravel operation is to last from 
two to three months, with work begin 
ning as soon as possible 

There is one more hurdle for the 
gravel proponents to pass, that of a 
conservation hearing, for the 
wetlands act
